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VBT board agrees to 
study plan for Sumpter 
Road Corridor change

“We had an opportunity and we couldn’t move fast 
enough to take advantage,” said Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara during the April 6 virtual 
meeting of the township board. 

He gave no details, but he said this explained why 
he thinks it is time to look at Sumpter Road zoning 
between the city of Belleville and Bemis Road, where 
Sumpter Township begins. 


Supervisor McNamara said Belleville businesses are 


moving to other cities because they have no choice. 

The board agreed to move forward with a plan to use 
the McKenna planning consultants to create a Sumpter 
Road Corridor Vision, future land use amendments, 
and an overlay zoning district. 

Public Services Director Matthew Best presented the 
Sumpter Road plan to the township board. 

He said in 2005-6 he was on an open space committee 
at Van Buren Township to devise the South Side 

aster Plan. He said he went to a school in the city of 
Belleville and spoke of great things in the South end. 

Best said he didn’t work for VBT at the time. He was 
a resident, “and we wrote the South Side Master Plan” 


in 2007. 


He said at the time they said they should talk about 
it in the future and now it’s the future. He said the 
original plan wanted to protect the rural character of 
the South Side. 

Director of Planning and Economic Development Dan 
Power said in 2020 the board approved the township’s 
full Master Plan for the first time in 30 years. Now they 
will revisit the south side of the township and interface 
with the city of Belleville, he said. 

“There are some factors that may cause businesses to 
expand or move,” Director Power said, not mentioning 
the marijuana industry that is starting up in the city that 
is causing displacements. 

“Maybe the local commercial needs a new look,” 
Power said, adding they want to protect the rural nature 
of the south side. 

He said a future land use amendment is needed and 


design drawings need to be put together. 
He asked the board to enable the planning process. 
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The Sumpter Road Corridor, proposed by Van Buren Township, could have an overlay 
zoning district to allow commercial businesses in a strip along both sides of Sumpter 
Road between the city of Belleville and Sumpter Township. Public input is being sought 
on the project which could take about six months.

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School Board approves purchase of 375 new marching band uniforms

At Monday’s in-person meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
the board approved purchase of 375 new 
marching band uniforms for Belleville 
High School at a cost of $137,963.25. 

The current uniforms were purchased in 
2005. They have held up very well, but it 
is time to replace them, said a memo from 
Director of Finance Sara Cortese and Band 
Director Nick Tyalor. 

The memo said the district put out a 
bid notice for uniforms and received bids 
from two companies. They reviewed the 
bids and evaluated the sample uniforms

provided by both companies. 

They recommended the purchase through 
Orefice LTD of Walker, MI, which had the 
higher bid, based on the quality of the bid 
sample. The second bidder was Stanbury 
Uniforms, LLC, of Brookfield, MO, for 
$129,307.86. 

The purchase will be paid through 
Enhancement Millage funds. 
The marching band is expected to be 
wearing their new uniforms this fall. 

Besides the 375 marching coats, bibbers, 
shakos and plastic shako boxes listed, there 
are plumes, 30 guard dresses, 30 guard 
camilsoles. Also there are 375 hangars 
provided at no charge. 


In other business at Monday’s one-hour 
meeting, the board: 

e Was given information on the Early 
Childhood Center playground bids, which 
will be on the next agenda for action. 
Total recommendation is $215,302.50 
from subcontractors Snider Recreation for 
playground, Randy Brown Landscaping 
for landscaping, Blue Ribbon Contracting 
for earthwork and utilities, Davenport 
Brothers Construction for site concrete, 
and Nationwide Construction Group for 
fencing; 

e Approved purchase of Early Childhood 
Center furniture as presented at the last 
meeting, from ISCG for an amount of 


$265,754.46 and NBS Commercial 
Interiors for an amount of $93,910.61 for a 
total futurniture cost of $359,665.07; 

e Approved purchase of Structural 
Cabling for the Early Childhood Center 
as presented at the last meeting, from 
Capricorn Diversified Systems for an 
amount of $59,997, pending final review 
of terms by the district’s legal counsel; 

e Reconfirmed the COVID-19 instruction 
plan as required by the state every 30 days; 
e Approved the retirements of teachers 
Kari Cadeau from Haggerty ECDC after 
37 years of service; Scott Head of Tyler 
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Judge Oakley binds over Kenneth Parker on 8 of 14 original charges

After a live preliminary exam before 34" 
District Court Chief Judge Brian Oakley 
on April 8, Kenneth Lamont Parker, 41, of 
Ypsilanti was bound over to circuit court 
on eight charges of the original 14 counts 
first announced. 

Parker originally was scheduled for an 
exam on March 29 with Daniel Preston 
Hopkins, 36, of Westland, who was a 
part of the incident on July 31, 2020 at a 
mobile home in Park Estates in Van Buren 
Township. 

Hopkins’ preliminary exam on the 
stabbing was held on March 29 and he 
was bound over to circuit court on charges 
of assault with intent to murder, assault 
with intent to do great bodily harm less 
than murder, and assault with a dangerous 
weapon. He is free on bond of $10,000/10% 
and is wearing a GPS tether. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Tara 
Hindelang was not ready for Parker’s exam 
on March 29 and asked Judge Oakley for 
an adjournment, because the complaining 
witness on the rape charge was in Florida 
and not present for the exam. Judge Oakley 
reluctantly adjourned Parker’s exam until 
April 8 but went ahead with Hopkins. 

On April 8, that witness still wasn’t 
available and the first charge — criminal 
sexual conduct- first degree was dismissed. 

Parker was bound over on: 

e assault with intent to rob while armed; 

e two counts of assault with a dangerous 
weapon; 

e four counts of felony firearm, second 
offense notice; and 

e possession of weapon by a felon. 

Charges dismissed without prejudice 
were: 

e criminal sexual conduct, 1* degree; 

e two counts of assault with a dangerous 


weapon; 

e aggravated assault; and 

e two counts of felony firearm, second 
offense notice. 

Parker’s arraignment on the information 
is 9 a.m. April 15 at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit. 

Parker is being held in the Wayne County 
Jail on $1 million cash or surety bond. 

The only prosecution witness to testify 
in the April 8 preliminary exam was Van 
Buren Township Officer Scott Griggs, who 
also testified at Hopkins’ exam. Officer 
Griggs said April 8 was his 19"-year 
anniversary of joining the VBT Police 
Department. 

Officer Griggs testified that on July 31, 
2020 at 4:49 a.m. he was dispatched to 
a stabbing at a mobile home on Estates 
Drive in Park Estates. He said he met the 
female complaining witness at the entry to 
Timberlands Mobile Home Park, about a 
quarter mile away from the scene. 

He said he talked to Daniel Hopkins who 
had wounds on his arms, fingers, and back 
of his head. He said Hopkins told him he 
was staying overnight with a cousin after 
attending a funeral and was sleeping on the 
couch. 

Griggs said Hopkins said the female 
came home with the man and he wanted 
gas money for driving her home. Griggs 
said Hopkins said he told Parker he didn’t 
have any money and that’s when Parker 
struck him on the back of the head with 
a gun. Then, he pointed the gun at him, 
Griggs said. 

Griggs testified Parker talked to the 
female and told Hopkins they were going 
to have sex and for Hopkins to go outside. 

Griggs testified that Hopkins went out to 
his vehicle, got a five-inch hunting knife, 
and stabbed Parker in the chest when he 
came out of the home. He testified that 


Hopkins said Parker pushed him away and 
got into his own vehicle and drove off. 

Testimony in the Hopkins’ case showed 
Canton police were called to a gas station 
on Michigan Avenue for a man bleeding 
from the chest, collapsed in the parking lot. 
A bloody gun was found in the trash can 
next to the gas station door and surveillance 
tape showed Parker trying to hide the gun. 

Defense attorney is Ben Gondek.

The three defendants in the Egypt 
Covington murder case were at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice on April 1 for their 
arraignments on the information. 

A calendar conference on the case has 
been set for April 23 before Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Wanda Evans. 

All three defendants — Timothy Eugene 
Moore, 35, of Toledo, Shandon R Groom, 
28, of Toledo and Shane Lamar Evans, 
32, of Sumpter Township — have been in 
the Wayne County Jail without bond since 
they were arrested late last year in the June 
22, 2017 murder in Van Buren Township. 

Conviction on the murder charges could 
send all three to prison for life. 

Joe Stafford 

Joe Stafford, 55, a resident of Georgia, has 
a final conference set for April 30 before 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Kelly 
Ramsey on two charges of bank robbery. 
He is charged with robberies of Chase 
banks on Nov. 5 in Canton Township and 
on Nov. 7 in Belleville. 

He has been in the Wayne County Jail 
since his arraignment on the Belleville 
charge on bond of $10,000/10% set at 34" 
District Court. The bond on the Canton 
charge was set at $250,000/10% at the 35" 
District Court in Plymouth. 


Jessica Ann Hartman 

Jessica Ann Hartman, 35, of Sumpter 
Township was brought before 34" District 
Court Magistrate Alan Hindman on April 
8 by zoom with a list of eight charges 
on different dates, mostly in Van Buren 
Township. But there was also one in 
Romulus, one in Sumpter and one from the 
Michigan State Police. 

Magistrate Hindman arraigned her on 
all the fail to appear complaints and set 
her personal bond as $3,000 for each of 
the eight charges. That means if she fails 
to appear before Chief Judge Brian Oakley 
by zoom on June 10 and June 17, she will 
owe $24,000. 

Her offenses in VBT include three retail 
frauds in 2019 and 2020 and breaking and 
entering to steal property that was reduced 
with a plea that she failed to fulfill in 2019. 
In Sumpter she failed to appear for an 
operating while license suspended citation. 
The pretrial on that one is the June 10 date 
before Judge Oakley. 

She also had an impeding traffic offense in 
Romulus in 2018 for which she did not pay 
the fine. Also, the Michigan State Police 
cited her for no proof of insurance on May 
5, 2020, and that charge is unresolved. 

Magistrate Hindman arraigned her on all 
these charges by zoom as she waited at Van 
Buren Township Police headquarters. 

VBT Officer Donovan McCarthy told 
Magistrate Hindman that Hartman had 
said she hadn’t slept in three days. She 
kept nodding off and stumbling around as 
Magistrate Hindman asked her questions. 
During the long arraignment, she decided 
she could no longer stand and went back to 
a bench to rest.

VBT residents to 
be asked about new 
commercial strip 


Van Buren Township residents will be 
asked their opinion on setting up a new 
commercial strip in the south side, all the 
way to Sumpter Township. 

At last week’s regular meeting of the 
VBT board, the Sumpter Road Corridor 
was discussed as a way to keep Belleville 
businesses from moving out of the area. 
The new marijuana industry in the city of 
Belleville is displacing former businesses 
who are now looking for places to move. 

It was suggested if there was a strip of 
overlay commercial zoning along both 
sides of Sumpter Road from the city of 
Belleville to Bemis Road where Sumpter 
Township begins, the local businesses 
could stay in the area. 

And, other businesses could set up shop, 
as well. A grocery store was suggested as a 
business that might come. 

The farmers could sell a little of their 
land along Sumpter Road for commercial 
projects and still continue to farm the land 
behind that strip. That could bring some 
money to them, officials suggested. 

Avision has to be set up to get this moving. 
Can you imagine a strip of landscaped 
businesses, a sit-down restaurant or two, 
and other shops along that stretch? 

The township had protected the rural 
character of that area since the South Side 
Master Plan was passed in 2007. Is it time 
to revisit that decision? Let the elected 
officials know your vision.

She texted her friend to tell her the 
numbers on the card and the person said she 
is having trouble with her bank. The reader 
said she responded, “It’s probably Chase. 
I’ve been having problems with Chase 
Bank for 50 years.” 

The person responded that it didn’t go far 
by the time she paid her rent and late fees. 
Then, she knew she’d been scammed. 

“They are getting more and more 
personal,” she said of the scammers. “I’m 
so upset with myself... I just wanted to help 
my friend.”

We were alerted to a Facebook account of 
a human trafficking arrest at the Red Roof 
last week and so we checked with Van 
Buren Township Police. 

Lt. Charles Bazzy said on Saturday, 
April 3, VBT police were called to the Red 
Roof for a 31-year-old female found dead 
in a room. Lt. Bazzy said it is a potential 
overdose, but the test has not returned from 
the lab. He said there is no evidence of 
other reason for the death. 

He said the social media account of a mob 
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of police at the motel with masks on April 
8 is fake news. 

We also were alerted to an eye-witness 
account of police cars from the Michigan 
State Police and Belleville, plus an 
unmarked white van and an unmarked black 
car with dark windows, staging on April 8 
at the Girlstown office on East Huron River 
Drive and Potter Drive and then raiding a 
house on Wexford. 

Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said as to Wexford, “a Michigan State 
Police-led task force executed a search 
warrant and a subject was arrested pursuant 
to their investigation.

Due to 
the sensitive nature of the investigation, I 
cannot release further information. I know 
nothing about the police action in Van Buren 
or if it was related to this investigation.”

Dr. Brodhead’s research 
examines focused social 
skill interventions for 
children with autism.”

Pete Kudlak announce 
that they have had no known transfer of 
COVID at the schools, with the current 10 
BHS students testing positive having been 
exposed through their home or family. He 
said although Gov.

He said, “We just 
need to stay vigilant ... We want to keep 
our kids in school”; and

said they will be increasing staffing next 
school year, paid for with the federal grant, 
to make up for the time lost due to COVID 
and really get those students learning. He 
also said this year’s graduation is set for 
May 27, outside on the football field as was 
done last year. He said if it rains, families 
will be informed the night before about a 
change in plans.

The chief said the position will be open 
until it is filled. He said he plans to reach 
out with an email to those who applied for 
the vacant city manager position and ask 
them to complete a questionnaire to give 
those people the opportunity to apply for 
this position. 

He said he will ask Mayor Kerreen 
Conley to help with her Human Resources 
tools to fine-tune the job description. 
Mayor Conley is employed as HR Director 
at Canton Township. 

Monday’s session was the first council 
review of the proposed budget for 2021-22. 
Another budget review is set for April 26. 

Chief Robinson, who is serving as acting 
city manager, presented the balanced 
budget he had prepared with the help of 
Kellee Howey and Brian Camiller of Plante 
Moran. 

Camiller said the $384,000 in federal 
funds announced for the city of Belleville 
by the federal American Rescue Plan may 
be slightly reduced when it finally arrives. 
He said the original numbers for the state 
omitted villages so they will have to be 
included, and the numbers will change. He 
said he expects the number will be less and 
it will be split into two payments, one in a 
couple of weeks and the other next spring. 

The budget has this money placed into the 
capital purchases fund because the timing 
of their receipt is unclear. Also, because 
of the uncertainty regarding marijuana 


revenue, none of that has been included in 
the new budget. 

In the proposed budget, the capital 
purchases fund includes an estimate of 
$40,000 for a roof for city hall. 

During discussion it was noted that 
Republic Services raised the rates to pick 
up trash by 2.5% as of Jan. 1 and now the 
raised rates to the city are higher than what 
the city charges residents for the service. It 
was agreed the raise will have to be passed 
on to residents.

They would kick off with community 
engagement and public input efforts and 
propose rezonings or to go a different 
direction.

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of rural character east and west of the land 
immediately adjacent to Sumpter Road. 

McNamara said when he came into office, 
Kroger was looking at building at the corner 
of Sumpter and Hull roads and then didn’t 
come in for various reasons. 

“Now, Belleville has a shortage of land and 
people need someplace to go,” McNamara 
said. “Businesses could start flowing down 
that strip.” 

“We need to look at that,” agreed Treasurer 
Sharry Budd. “Sumpter is looking for us 
to supply a supermarket.” She said there 
were sewer problems for Kroger. “We can 
reshape that to benefit Van Buren Township, 
Belleville, and Sumpter.” 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked if they have 
taken the marijuana facilities in Belleville 
into account and no one replied. 

“Everyone would love to have a grocery 
store,” said Best. “But that’s not why we’re 
doing this. Supervisor McNamara is right. 
It would take six months for a Kroger to 
rezone, but it had other challenges.” 

Best said the township has received calls 
from plumbers, a sign company, bakeries, 
and other businesses who want to site in the 
strip along Sumpter Road. 

“We are looking at commercial facilities 
with a shop in front and products in the 
back,” Best said, mentioning Ahearn 
Signs. He said they are looking at sit-down 
restaurants, not fast food. 

He said they want to find out what this 
community wants in this corridor. He said 
they are not doing this for any particular 
business but to create the best economic 
conditions for someone to want to be here. 

Trustee Miller said that strip along both 
sides of Sumpter is “run down. It needs 
some care. Then what? How long will it 
take to be planned out?” 

McNamara said it would take six months 
to a year to come up with a plan. 

Power said six months. 

Miller asked if they have had meetings 
with Sumpter and Belleville. 

Best said he had a preliminary meeting 
with the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority. 

He also presented this idea to the township 
planning commission at the end of a recent 
agenda. 

“Even if the city wasn’t transitional, we’d 
still want to do this,” Best said. “This isn’t 
to take business away from the city ... If 
they’re moving out, we could have a soft 
place to land locally.”
